QUEBEC, Feb. 10.—(CP)—Liberals were returned in 
two federal by-elections in Quebec province yesterday, and

4,000-vote majority over Paul Bouchard in Quebec East, 
and thus became the new represcntative in the House of 
Commons of the riding held for many years by his prede-

OTTAWA, Feb, 10. — (CP) — 
Speaking in the throne debate 
last night, Mrs. Cora Casselman 
(Lib., Edmonton East), sald the 
winning of the war Is the all-im- 
portant consideration and that she 
believed the carrying of the 
plebiscite by an overwhelming 
majority would contribute to that

The next important consideration 

was “advancement of the cause of 
democracy,” and that should not 
all be left until after the war.

In Quebec East the contest drew 
about 2,000 less voters than did the 
1940 campaign when Mr. Lapointe 
fought his last federal campaign. 
He died in hospital in Montreal last 
November. 

Dr. Fauteux was ahead al! the 
way in St. Mary, but his margin 
was much smaller than the huge 
majority Dr. Hermas Desjauriers 
piled up in 1940 when he polled 
more than 23,000 votes against 6,000 
divided among three opponents. 
Dr. Deslauriers died last May after 
representing the riding since 1917. 


“Sion Of Times” 
Seen In Result 
By Noseworthy 


TORONTO, Feb. 10.— (CP)—J. 
W. Noseworthy, ©.C.F. candidate 
in a York South by-election 
whose election was conceded last 
night by the other candidate, Con- 
servative Leader Arthur Meighen, 
said he considered his victory 
“a sign of the times, and an indi- 
cation thag the people of York 
South want a tote! war effort.” 

He added that he believed the re- 

sult of the election indicated that 
the York South constituents want a 
war effort “involving conscription 
of manpower, wealth and industry, 
partnership of labor with govern- 
ment representatives on all councils

Mr. Noséworthy, who is 80, will 
be taking his first public office 
when he takes his seat in the house 
of commons. He has taught school 
in Vaughan Road collegiate in York 
South for the last 12 years.

Meighen’s candidacy, is unable to accept the results, with 
calmness. The Globe views Mr. Meighen’s defeat with 
“grave misgivings,” considers it the result of “class hatred 
and prejudice”. The defeat, says the Globe, ia a national de- 
feat and it anticipates rejoicing at Ottawa because the gov- 
ernment, in the absence of Mr. Meighen, will be better able 
“to pursue its program of partisanship.” 


Gazette Glad Nationalists Rebuked 


The Ottawa Journal regrets the eclipse of Mr. Meighen 
and terms him the victim of party prejudice. It points out 
that the Liberals of York South defeated him and concludes 
by advising the government to get on with the plebiscite. 
The Journal concedes that Mr. King has now reason to be- 
lieve that the country is not as indignant as “some of us may 
have imagined it to be.” 


The Montreal Gazette is glad that Quebec Nationalists 
have been rebuked and that Mr. Mitchell has been elected. 
There is disappointment in the defeat of Mr. Meighen, 
which the Gazette describes as “probably the most lethal 
repudiation the Conservatives have ever suffered”. 


The Ottawa Citizen, which only a few days back was 
urging Mr. King to resign, concedes that the by-election re- 
sults are a vote of confidence in him. 

From the viewpoint of Parliament Hill, the effect of the 
by-elections cannot be exaggerated. 


Growing Revolt Will Now Collapse 


Mr. Meighen’s retirement from the party leadership goes 
without saying and a national convention to select a leader 
is expected within six months. 


The revolt against the government in the House of 
Commons which had grown to su®etantial proportions— 
about 12 dissenters had gone on record—and would have 
been difficult to control had the results been different, 
will now collapse.

With the Japanese firmly en- 
trenched on Borneo and Celebes, 
loss of Singapore and Java unques- 
tionably would mean loss of all the 
Indies and withdrawal of United 
Nations’ forces to Australia as a 
base, 

Should the Japanese take the 
Indies, they might not get much 
immediate benefit from the oil re- 
sources, provided the Dutch are 
able to continue their practice of 
destroying all wells and installa- 
tions, In about six months, how- 
ever, they should be able to gt 
many wells back in production 
Meanwhile they would have access 
to plentiful supplies of food, tin, 
rubber and other essentials. 


IMPORTANT SUPPLIES 

Moreover, loss of the Indies 
would deprive the Allies of an im- 
portant source of supply, including 
oil. The latter would have to be 
transported long distances from the 
Persian Gulf or the United States. 
It would entail a heavy burden on 
much-needed shipping.

Mr. Ilsley, in a statement, said 
maturities will be as follows: , 2% 
year 1% per cent issue, maturing 
Sept. 1, 1944; a six-year issue, mat- 
uring March 1, 1948, bearing a 
coupon of 2% per cent; and a 12- 
year issue maturing March 1, 1954, 
bearing interest at 3 per cent.

The long term issue will be pay- 
able at maturity at 101 per cent and 
will be callable at 101 per cent dur- 
ing and after 1952.

The Finance Minister in his state- 
ment, said there are two Dominion 
of Canada bond issues maturing in 
May and June, 1942.

Japan has suffered its first serious 
revérse.” 

The correspondent said he left 
Pearl Harbor on an airplane car- 
rier, accompanied by destroyers and 
cruisers, but that “no battleships en- 
cumbered swift movements.”

Alberta Treasury Branches Have Assisted Industr 


Hold Everything

Loan Rate Is Low As 
4 Per Cent, He Says: 
Program Is Defended 


Alberta’s treasury branches have assisted industry | 
the province and loans made by this institution are at rates 
as low as four per cent, it was stated in the legislature | 
Monday by Hon. E. C. Manning, provincial secretary and | 


minister of trade and industry. | 
government's * ’ 


Defending the 
interim program—the treasury 
branches—in the throne speech 
debate, the youthful minister re- 
plied to a statement made Friday 
by Andrew Davison, Ind., Cal- 
gary, fiat the branches charged 
six per cent on loans while the 
government advocated bank in- 
terest to be a two per cent service 
charge. 

“The treasury branches are not 
banks.” Mr Manning said. “Banks 
create the credit they loan but the 
treasury branches are only able to 
invest the funds of their depositors. 
This is a very different matter.” 


INTEREST RATE 

Mr. Manning said that, of all the 
loans made by the treasury 
branches, 22 per cent are made at 
six per cent interest, 58 per cent at 
five per cent, four per cent at four 
and a half per cent and 18 per cent 
at four per cent, The government 
pays one and a half to three per 
cent for the money it lends, he re- 
plied to a question from Mr. Davi- 

gon, 

Besides assisting business and in- 
dustry directly, the interim pro- 
gram had brought about improve- 
ments of commercial credits 
through ordinary channels, Mr. 
Manning said. He cited the case of 
a municipality which had bgen bor- 
rowing from a bank at six per cent 
“We offered to lend the municipal- 
ity money at five per cent and the 
bank immediately reduced its rate 
to five per cent.” he said. 

Mr. Manning started his address 
by stating that the opposition mem- 
bers were “trying desperately to 
convince themselves and any who 
will listen to them, that the Social 
Credit movement is a complete 
failure and that the Social Credit 
government has been unable to ac- 
complish anything.” 

OPPOSITION RANKS 

He teased the Independent group 
on their solidity in opposition, stat- 
ing that they were a “living testi- 
mony to the fact that the Social 
Credit movement has accomplished, 
in this province, something that has 
never before been brought about 
in any province iff Canada.” 

In their ranks was now unity of 
Irish, Scotch and Welsh, lawyers, 
doctors, teachers, bond dealers, 
ranchers and farmers, all united in 
a common bond, he continued. He 
described the leader of the group 
as “hero of the old federal ginger 
group who for many: years sniped 
at R. B, Bennett's Conservative 
government,” while “on his right, 
in the seat of honor, sits the former 
leader of the defunct Alberta Con- 
servative party.” 

Using similar descriptions for 
other members of the Independ- 
ent group, he added, “What has 
united in the bonds of political 
matrimony this greatest conglom- 
eration of political viewpoints? 
Why—this Social Credit fantasy, 
this will o° the wisp. This hare- 
brained idea that was to be dead 
and forgotten in six months.” 

“They have one thing in com- 

mon,” he said, “their belief that the 
present financial system should be 
maintained. We believe it should 
and must be changed. 

“To that one end this unholy 
political marriage has taken place,” 
he continued, 

“It's not a marriage—we're just 
living together,” teased D. M. Dug- 
gan, Ind., Edmonton, 


FEW SUGGESTIONS 

The minister said only three con- 
crete suggestions had been given the 
government by the opposition, to 
co-operate with Ottawa to rebuild a 
broken world, to build one mile of 
road from Coutts north to assure 
the construction of the Alaska high- 
way through Alberta and to take 
the provincial debt problem to Ot- 
tawa to get it solved. 

He declared the opposition was 
violent in ite criticisms of the 
government's principles of mone- 
tary reform but had nothing to 
Offer in its place, that in seeking 
to discredit the government's poll- 
cles it sought to create the im- 
Pression that they were detri- 
mental te the war effort and by 
6o doing was “creating a situation 
which is doing the very thing that 
they seek to falsely attribute to 
monetary reformers.” 

While there could be no real 
comparison between men serving 
on the battlefronts and those serv- 
ing on the home front, Mr. Man- 
ning said that an all-out war effort 
on the home front meant that every 
man and woman must be employed 
at his or her most effective task, 
every mine and every factory must 
be operating at maximum effi- 
ciency and output, with new mines 
being developed and new indus. 
tries going into operation until 
there was not one pair of idle 
hands, 


“BETTER WAY" , 

“Will any man say we have al- 
ready reached that stage?” he ask- 
ed. “If not—why not? If there 
are no financial limitations, why 
does the situation exist, why have 
we not reached the maximum 
effort?” 

He declared that, if this could be 
achieved under the present system. 
it still could not be denied that this 
would mean “saddling generation: 
yet unborn with crushing burden: 
of debt.” 

"If there te ne ether way, no 
~ better way, they the people will 


gladly and cheerfully pay and 

lend,” he said, “But,” he added, 

“that does not relieve those in 

authority of considering this 

question—what if there is another 
and a better way?” 

After pointing out the “serious 
consequences of continuing the pre- 
sent methods,” he said, the Alberta 
government realized the federal 
government's war _ responsibility 
and wholeheartediy supported it 

The only argument against debt- 
free money, he said, was the cry of 
“inflation.” 

The federal government, he said, 
had already gone a long way in 
price control and he felt that scien- 
tific means could be devised to 
draw off and cancel redundant 
credit that might tena to produce 
actual and serious inflation. 


WAR CONTRIBUTIONS 

Giving a few of the Alberta gov- 
ernment’s war contributions, he 
said, that $1,700,000 of government 
funds had been subscribed to the 
first victory loan and of this 
$550,000 was treasury branch funds. 

Those using the treasury 

branches for their deposits last 
year. bought $122,150 worth of 
vietory bends, he sald, while 
$26,500 worth of war savings cer- 
tif cates were bought through the 
Edmonton branch alotie, 

He declared a statement of Prem- 
ier William Aberhart, in Winnipeg, 
which was given wide publicity, 
had meant, “War debts are never 
paid in that bond maturities are 
met only by issuing new bonds and 
incurring new debt.” 

Distortions of the statement were 
responsible if any damage was done 
to public confidence, he said. 

Turning to the department of 
trade and industry, he stated that 
industry in the province had been 
expanded and greater use of Al- 
berta coal obtained. 

He replied to an earlier statement 
of Alfred Speakman, Ind. Red 
Deer, who had stated that indus- 
trial development was due only to 
the Dominion’s war orders. 

Last year, he said, the Dominion's 
war contracts totalled $3,201,000,000 
and of this only 1.17 per cent came 
to Alberta. Of the amount of con- 
tracts given in Alberta, 95.31 per 
cent went to the building trades 
and 4.69 per cent to other lines. 


INDUSTRIAL INCREASE 

But Alberta’s industrial figures 
last year, compared with 1940, 
showed these increases: flour pro- 
duction 40.41 per cent; manufacture 
of commercial milk 27.84 per cent; 
manufacture of commercial salt 
154 per cent, and manufactured 
clay products 30,09 per cent. 

Leaving out the building trades, 
he said, retail] sales in 1941 were 

$210,000,000 as against $130,000,000 
in 1940, 

Alberta's coal output in 1941 was 
802,800 against 553.000 in i940, an 
increase of 45 per cent. 

However, he said, the Alberta 
government would continue to press 
for coal subventions on a perman- 
ent basis, equitable freight rates 
and better grading. 

He dealt here with the govern- 
ment’s interim program, stating that 
“no funny money is loaned by the 
treasury branches,” only funds be- 
longing to depositors, — 

The interim program had a two- 
fold bearing on local industrial- 
ization, he said, through assistance 
to industries, through purchase of 
raw products and creation of a 
demand for local products through 

the consumer's bonus, 

He declared that 747 itdustrial 
concerns and 5,547 retailers had’ en- 
tered into contracts with the treas- 
ury branches, accepting trade claims 
for goods and benefitting through 
the consumer's bonus plan. 
INSURANCE FIELD 

The government had been critic- 
ized for entering the insurance 
field, he said, yet, “experience has 
more than justified the position 
adopted by the government.” 

Since the government went into 
this business, reductions in board 
insurance rates had come down 
10 tp 25 per cent, he sald. In 
March, 1941, a reduction of five 
per cent was made and in 194! 
there was “the greatest single re- 
duction in 10 years.” 

One general store, which paid%$5 
per $1,000 on the building and an 
equal amount on its contents, had 
received reductions in board in- 
surance to $1.37 and $1.75 on these 
charges, respectively, he said. An- 
other store which had paid $2.25 
per $1,000, with an additional 
charge for prairie fire, had its rate 
reduced to $1.50 with the prairie 
fire charge eliminated. 

The government iMsurance 
branch, he said, had started by 
borrowing $10,000 from the treas- 
wry branches, which it had re- 
paid in four months. Since then 
it had paid all expenses, built up 
@ reserve Of over $75,000, includ- 

ing $50,000 worth of victory bonds 
and financed the entire cost of 
inaugurating state life insurance. 

Entry into the field of life in- 
surance, he said, was “not a rate- 
cutting proposition”, but was done 
to provide insurance at cost and 
“keep the money at home” A qual- 
ified staff had been engaged

Review Needed

OTTAWA, Feb. 10.— (CP) — 
William H. Moore, (Lib. Ontario) 
urged Monday in the house of 
commons a careful review of 
Canada's political structure 
which, he said, is undergoing 
changes comparable to those.

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The By-Elections

Yesterday's by-election results will 
have a steadying influence upon Cana- 
dian politics, at a time when the na- 
tional solidarity was threatened by 
panic. In three of the four constituen- 
cies the voters stood pat, despite the 
most inflammatory appeals to. race 
prejudice, In the fourth they adminis- 
tered a crushing defeat to an attempt 
to capitalize such prejudice at the polls. 
All concerned know today, if they did 
not know yesterday, that Canadians of 
both major stocks are keeping their 
heads cool and their feet on the ground. 

In Quebec East the electors voted 
as they have always voted. In St 
Mary's (Montreal) they did the same. 
In Welland they voted as they did in 
the two preceding elections, in a con- 
stituency which has returned three 
Conservatives and three Liberals at the 
last six elections. In South York, 
where none other than a Conservative 
candidate had ever been elected, Mr. 
Meighen went down to defeat. 

There is no evading the rebuke thus 
handed to the whirling dervishes of 
discord; ,and no mistaking the thun- 
derous “no” South York hurled at the 
schemers who tried to use conscription 
as a Stalking horse for the so-called 
“national government” ramp. 

The electors of two provinces and of 
both races have been heard from, in 
fairly representative constituencies, 
and there is no uncertainty about what 
they said and meant. They do not in- 
tend that national unity shall be de- 
stroyed. And, very emphatically, they 
do not intend to be trapped into setting 
up another hybrid cabinet under the 
Same auspices as the one whose mal- 
odorous memory still lingers. 

The verdict from these constituen- 
cies is that the electors are standing 
solidly in support of the balanced war 
program of the Government. That is 
the response from South York as from 
the other three ridings, because in the 
absence of a Government candidate the 
electors there rejected the contestant 
who based his campaign on condemna- 
tion of that policy. There is no reason 
to suppose the same verdict would not 
be returned from the country at large. 

These by-elections have cleared the 
air. Parliament knows now where the 
voters stand, and can address itself to 
the business of the session in certainty 
that the Government holds the confi- 
dence of the country. 


Maybe This Is Statesmanship 


The wild men of Canadian politics 
have had one grand and glorious week. 
By-elections in Ontario and Quebec 
gave extremists of both brands the op- 
portunity of a lifetime, and volleys of 
anti-Quebec talk from the one side 
drew fusilades of anti-almost-every- 
thing-“English” from the other. That 
national unity, or even racial cordial- 
ity, still survives is only because Cana- 
dians in the great majority have learn- 
ed to put extremist views at proper dis- 
count. 

In Quebec East, Mr. Paul Bouchard, 
who imagined he was starting a new 
party, wanted to weld all non-British 
Canadians into a dominant body to 
play some sort of an “important role 
which will lead to greatness and lib- 
erty”. How much more liberty he could 
have than he now has is not at all clear, 
considering even the censored reports 
of his speeches sent abroad. If he said 
such things in Nazi Germany or Fascist 
Italy or occupied France, Paul would 
be either dead or in jail before the 
echoes died away. That he speaks for 
any considerable section of the people 
of Quebec no one will imagine. 

More serious, because of the auth- 
or’s position, are the remarks attri- 
buted to Mr. Michaud, minister of fish- 
.eries, His idea is that by 1943 we will 
have paid back to Britain all the money 
its people invested in Canada, and then 
“will no longer have to import from 
Britain things that our own workers 
can produce here”. Just what things 
Canadians “have” to import from Bri- 
tain against their own free will he does 
not seem to have said. 

The trouble with the minister of 
fisheries is that he has strayed into the 
wrong political camp. He was preaching 
thorough protectionist doctrine, and 
misrepresenting facts to do it. He 
should have been stumping for Mr. 
Meighen on the tariff issue while de- 
nouncing him on the conscription ques- 
tion, as Premier Hepburn has _ been 
stumping for him on_ conscription 
while repudiating his tariff views.

Singapore 


The island of Singapore is now a 
battle-ground, the Japanese having ef- 
fected a landing in force on Sunday. 
The situation is thereby radically 
changed from that of last week, when 
an artillery duel was fought across the 
strait. The enemy has now carried the 
war to the defenders, But the change 
is not altogether to their disadvantage. 
The Japanese artillery on the mainland 
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will have to be used with caution, while 
the island guns can play as freely as 
ever on the enemy positions beyond the 
channel. And in the restricted area of 
the island the overwhelming numbers 
of the attackers may count for less 
than in the open fighting up the penin- 
sula. 

Two circumstances favor the assail- 
ants. One is the precarious water sup- 
ply of the garrison troops; the other is 
the presence of civilians, said to num- 
ber 750,000. 

For water the soldiers and civilians 
are dependent: upon rain-filled reser- 
voirs, and should the enemy capture 
these the defenders will be in the plight 
which compelled the troops at Hong 
Kong to surrender. 

The handicap imposed by the team- 
ing masses of non-combatants is ob- 
vious. Whoever conceived the idea of 
planting a “fortress” in so densely 
packed an island, or allowed civilians 
to clutter up the place after the fort- 
ress had been built, should have the de- 
cency to go and help defend it—along 
with all the official Blimps who en- 
dorsed and carried out his lunatic 
scheme. 

It is possible that Singapore can be 
held, despite these conditions. If that 
is done, the defence will parallel that of 
Wake island and the Bataan peninsula.

This policy was enunciated in your 
name, Messieurs et Mesdames of French 
Canada. 

Speak up, then, and deny it—not only 
at the polls, as you have done, but in every 
phase of your province's life. 

He Should Resign 

All this was rabid sectionalism speak- 
ing, the voice, we devoutly trust, of a 
hare-brained and flamboyant minority. 

There was another voice in Quebec, 
Saturday night, that struck an even more 
surprising and discordant note. It was sur- 
prising and discordant because it was the 
voice of a minister of ¢he Crown, who, 
by a solemn oath, was pledged to the ser- 
vice of all the Canadian people, and not 
to just a racial group, 
tae tine Minister Michaud said this: 
“By March, 1943, we will be economic- 
ally and financjally free from Britain, We 
will have furnished enough provisions and 
arms by that time to pay off all debts that 
Canada owes to British capital, We will 
be able to find markets where we wish. 
We will no longer have to import from 
Britain things that our own workers can 
produce here.” ~ 

It is nice to be out of debt to anyone. 
No one cares to carry financial obligations 
on his shoulders, But Mr. Michaud's happy 
prognostications are more than a happy 
sigh of relief, 

Mr. Michaud, in this speech, definitely 
promised to the people of Quebec that the 
British economic connection would be 
broken, that Canada’s most profitable 
market—the British market—would be 
abandoned to satisfy the childish hatred 
of Britain which Mr. Michaud plainly in- 
fers exists in Quebec. 

This is not the sentiment of the Mac- 
kenzie King government of which Mr. 
Michaud is a dishonorable member. If he 
is any kind of a man, he will resign from 
that government, Since he is probably not 


Our Goods Go To Britain 


Great Volume of Canadian Sup- * 


plies Continues to Move Across 
the Atlantic 
By B. T, RICHARDSON 
OTTAWA.—In view of officials in close 
touch with production and shipment of 
supplies to Britain, the estimate made last 
spring by the government that goods of all 
kinds to the value of $1,500,000,000 would 
be furnished to Britain in the present fiscal 
year still stands and will likely be fulfilled. 
sik end of the fiscal year comes on March 


Speaking on the budget on April 29, 
1941, Mr. Ilsley said: “The government of 
the United Kingdom has intimated that 
it expects that purchases for all purposes 
will be made in Canada to the value of 
$1,500,000,000.” In the same speech, he ex- 


. plained that raw materials, munitions of 


war and agricultural products were in- 
cluded in this estimate, and he indicated 
that shipments to this value would be 
made. The question has been raised 
whether, from reported exports to Britain 
up to the end of 1941, this objective can 
be fulfilled. 

January figures have not been com- 
piled, and the last two months for which 
domestic exports to Britain have been re- 
ported showed: 
$60,826,000 
ROO AER 48,417,000 
For the Calendar year to the end of De- 
cember, domestic exports to Britain 
amounted to $658,228,000, an average 
through the year of $54,852,000 per month. 


Some Diversions 


Inquiries show that these figures are 
for goods of all kinds that have actually 
left Canada for United Kingdom destina- 
tions, These are goods that have crossed 
the docks outbound for Britain. There 
have been certain diversions of goods ear-

marked for Britain to other allied defence 
zones, the total of which is not available 
precisely, Even at that, it is obvious that 
actual shipments outside of Canada on Bri- 
tish account can scarcely reach the billion- 
and-half estimate by the end of March, 
unless the flow accelerates greatly. 

But a case that Canada has been falling 
down ‘in meeting British requirements, 
based on figures of this kind, is warmly 
denied by officials here, The question of 
shipments actually moving over the Atlan- 
tic depends on shipping facilities, in which 
Canada does not bear the entire respons- 


ibility, 
Building Ships 

Canada is, in fact, building ships to 
take the goods, and so are both Britain and 
the United States, Canadian production, 
in several important lines, is ahead of the 
shipping facilities, This means that size- 
able stocks in some lines are accumulating 
for British delivery. They would not show 
in export figures. 

Again, in part British expenditures in 
Canada, which Canada is financing, consist 
of capital outlays, These would have to 
be counted in a calculation of Canadian 
success in filling British requirements. 
Furthermore, it pointed out, in most 
linés of expenditure designed to furnish 
Britain with supplies, outlays begin long 
before actual delivéries are possible. Such 
outlays should reasonably be considered in 
calculating the dollar value of Canadian 
supply for Britain in any period, No esti- 
mates of these items are available, 

At present and for some time ahead, it 
is indicated, the problem of delivering 
supplies to Britain will depend, not upon 
Canadian production, but upon the ship- 
ping available to actually move the goods. 
This is the central problem at the present 
time, since spread of the war to the Pacific 
multiplied demands upon available allied 
shipping.

Isolationism 

Extravagant partisanship, wild section- 
alism and rabid anti-British sentiment 
were expressed, during this campaign, in 
veritable miles of hot and tumbled words. 

There is no need to quote any more of 
it except the sample furnished by one 
Perillard, a spellbinder from Montreal, 
who said this: 

“Mackenzie King is closely linked with 
financial interests who sold metal to 
Japan, metal which has been used to kill 
our Canadian boys in Hong Kong. 

“I will resist any attempt on the part 
of the King Government to oblige the 
youth of Canada to fight overseas.” 

The scurrility of this statement may 
be ignored, Mud is mud in any language. 

But what is moré importantly evident 
is the isolationist sentiment—that same 
isolationist sentiment which impelled those 
now sad and sorry senators of the United 
States, in their ignorant and unregenerate 
days, to forget that the least costly and 
least harmful way to defend a country is 
off that country’s soil. 

Isolationism runs, like a tangled and 
muddied stream through all this sordid 
business, 

Our highly articulate firebrands of 
Quebec would make their province an- 
other Southern Ireland—a peevish ulcer 
on the Canadian body politic. 

I speak of the more moderate of them, 
of Perillard and Michaud who are not so 
much traitors as fools. 

The Bouchards, of course, have a dark- 
er ambition—to make of Quebec another 
gtim and ravenous Prussia, to swallow and 


dominate the rest of Canada and the other 
races that live in this blessed land. 


Appeasement 

Almost every Canadian statesman has 
contributed to the state of mind that is 
now revealed in Quebec—in a decided 
minority, of course, but in a minority that 
came dangerously close to being a major 
ity in Quebec East. 

Que has been the object of appease- 
ment since the very day of Confederation. 

Quebec has been made a province of 
special privileges. . 

Well, the appeased always let the ap- 

asers down, Spécial privileges is a high- 
fy corroding gift. 

It is not to be thought however that 
whatever may be said in the heat of con- 
troversy minimizes, to the slightest extent, 
the magnificent contribution the French- 
Canadians have made to this country. 

They have given us our greatest states- 
man, They have been to the fore in art 
and science and literature. Their mis- 
sionaries have gone into dark and lonely 
fieeret gallant soldiers of Christ, whose 
ives might be examples to us all. 

But this is a British country, Our King 
is a British King. And we, who are of 
British blood, reserve to ourselves the 
right to abuse the British, 

To these propositions I believe the 
great maority of the French-Canadians 
subscribe. To the principles of tolerance, 
freedom and unity I believe most French- 
br edb ate whole-heartedly commit- 

But treason and mischief have been 
spoken in their name, 

Continued trust and co-operation re- 
quire that they should continue to repud- 
Hoe] these things in the plainest possible 

rms.

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Skim Milk 


Editor, Bulletin: Col. O. M. Biggar, in a 
letter to the Toronto Globe and Mail which 
has arrested attention all oyer Canada, 
and was reprinted in the Winnipeg Free 
Press, expresses the opinion that man and 
woman power is required in Canada for 
five reasons which I state briefly: 1, To 
insure the continuance of such services as 
are needed “to maintain the physica) and 
mental health of the population”; 2, to 
defend Canada; 3, to build ships and make | 
munitions of war; 4, to supply our allies 
with fdod; 5, to form strong forces for 
overseas service. 

This Col. Biggar, who is chairman of the 
permanent defence board, thinks that the 
first concern of Canada should be the 


health of the people and the last, the.con- 
scription of men for service overseas, 

This letter came to my attention the 
day after I had learned, on the authority 
of the recently organized Consumers’ 
League of Edmonton, that the delivery of 
skim milk by dairy Sabet required a 
doctor's certificate, If this is true it looks 
like a conspiracy against the health of 
children. 

For it is well’ known—and if it isn’t, it 
Ought to be—that skim milk contains all 
the protective and bone building ingred- 
jents of whole milk, ie., the protein, cal- 
cium and other minerals and the precious 
vitamins, lacking only the fat which may 
be purchased in the form of butter at a 
much lower price, The price of skim milk, 
according to the league’s bulletin, is 15c 
a gallon, It may be bought by farmers to 
feed to pigs as low as 8c for 10 gallons, 

Tf you find it hard to credit this amaz- 
ing situation, the league states that the 
Tegulation was made by the Alberta Util- 
ities Commission at the request of the milk 
companies—or some of them. 

It may be remembered that last year 
Dr. George Hunter of the University of 
Alberta published a report of an investiga- 
tion he had made into the health and 
nutrition of the women and children of 
Edmonton which showed that there were 
grave deficiencies in the nutrition of large 
numbers of families, especially in the 
very ingredients which are to be found in 
skim milk. Dr, Hunter said that “few fam- 
ilies have incomes that allow an adequate 
outlay in food and the prospects of rais- 
ing them are exceedingly dark at present”, 

And right at hand thére is a food pro- 
duct calculated to fortify the physical life 
of the children within the purchasing 
power of the poorest families, which the 
milk companies will not deliver without 
a doctor's certificate, 

What answer have the milk companies?

First Division 

In the first division of the ses- 
sion of the legislature, an order 
by Mr Speaker Peter Dawson 
that an ameNdment to the speech 
from the throne be ruled out was 
upheld by a vote of 35 to 18. The 
government voted solidly, sup- 
ported by Angus Morrison, Labor, 

Edson, while the remainder of 
the opposition voted against the 
speaker's ruling. 

The amendment was moved by 
George MacLachlan, Pembina, In- 
dependent whip, as a want of con- 
fidence motion against the govern- 
ment. 

Debate arose on the question of 
admissability of the second clause 
of the amendment, which Mr. 
Speaker ruled could not be debated. 
It would create a precedent in the 
house if this debate were allowed, 
he said. “I rule the amendment 
out of order on the ground that the 


second clause obstructs the business 
of the house, he said.” 


TEXT OF AMENDMENT 

Text of the amendment was as 
follows: 

“That the resolution be amended 
by adding the following words: 

“But we regret that no indication 
appears in the speech from the 
throne that this government ap- 
preciates the grave problem which 
confronts the farming population of 
this province and of western Can- 
ada generally. That of improving 
and stabilizing farm prices and liv- 
ing conditions, and that No sugges- 
tion is offered as to the part to be 
played by this government in the 
solution of this problem. 

“We regret that the govern- 
ment has undertaken the import- 
ant task of reorganizing the 
system of municipal administra- 
tion throughout Alberta, without * 
an opportunity being given this 
assembly of discussing and pass- 
ing upon these plans, and that 
there is no indication in the 
speech from the throne that the 
assembly will be consulted prior 


to the new system being complet- 
ed and made generally applicable. 

“We regret also that the serious 
condition of our old age pensioners 
caused by the increased cost of 
living has not been mentioned in 
the speech from the throne nor any 
definite promise of a cost of living 
bonus so greatly required at this 
time, and we regret this the more as 
the abandonment of treasury 
branches and the Social Credit 
Board and other useless expendi- 
tures would enable the cost to be 
financed without the imposition of 
increased taxation.”

The ‘world’s largest carnivorous animal is the Kodiak brown bear 
and you are likely to encounter them in a number of remote sections 
of the Alaskan mainland. 


Frank Dufresne, executive officer of the Alaska Game Commission, 
says these browns often weigh 1,500 pounds and may measure as much 
ag 12 feet high when they rear up erect on their hind legs. Dufresne also 
classifies these big b'ars of the Alaskan hinterlands as one of the three 
animals that will deliberately stalk a man to attack him. The other 
critlers with such malicious intentions are the rhino and water buffalo, 

Veterans of Alaskan game trails say that the brown bear's temper 
is stable for only two months of the year—the two when he is scooping 
sulmon out of the river shallows. The rest of the time their natural inclin- 
ation is toward murder and mayhem.

City Will Seek 


Permission For 


Transport Line 


Amendment to the city charter 
will be sought to acquire special 
powers for city council to enable 
it to provide a special transporte 
tation service to the Air Craft Re- 
pair Depot and the Edmonton 
Airport and to charge special 
fares for the service. 

In the preamble to the proposed 
amendment it is pointed out that @ 
serious transportation problem has 
been created through the increased 
personnel at the air craft repair 
plant and also by the use of the air- 
port as a training centre under the 
Commonwealth Air Training Plan. 


HIGHER RATE 

The amendment is necessary to 
permit the charging of a higher rate 
for the proposed service than that 
which ordinarily pertains on the 
regular transportation system. It is 
necessary, in the opinion of T. E. 


Garside, K.C., city solicitor, to pro- 
vide that the charging of such fare 
be not considered a “violation of 
the principle of the uniformity of 


passenger fares throughout the 
whole city.” 
A charter amendment will be 


sought also to permit the city coun- 
cil by bylaw to provide that every 
person of the age of 21 years or 
over who resides in the city for a 
period of three months or more 
shall pay an inhabitants’ tax not ex- 
ceeding $10, and that employers be 
required to deduct such tax from 
employees’ wages. It was pointed 
out by aldermen {hat there was no 
intention of imposing this tax, and 
that the amendment was sought 
merely to jestablish the machinery 
and to clarify sections of the char- 
ter governing the imposition of this 
tax. 


TRUCK TRAFFIC 

It was decided also to ask for a 
charter amendment which would 
permit the regulation of heavy 
automobile and truck traffic on city 
streets. The object of this amend- 
ment was to curtail traffic of heave 
ily loaded trucks on certain downe 
town main traffic streets.

Armed With Ether-Soaked Swab 


“Nip-ups” in the downtown of- + 


fice of @ local doctor which had 
@ prospective patient chasing 8 
pretty, fair-haired nurse with an 
ether-sogked swab after she had 
refused his invitation for a “date”, 
had repercussions in city police 
court Tuesday when Oddie 
Bowen, of Edmonton, colored, 
was convicted on a charge of 
theft of ether. Magistrate A. I. 
Millar, K.C., remanded the ac- 
Cused until Wednesday for sen- 
tence. 

Shades of old-time melodrama 
with the “villain” in relentless pur- 


suit of the fair damsel were re- | 


vived as the pert young nurse, who 
incidentally is a married woman, 
recounted on the witness stand the 
unusual set of circumstances which, 
for a time, had her badly frightened 
and ultimately led the would-be 
Uscthario to the courtroom. 


OFFERS ASSISTANCE 

Bowen, according to the evi- 
dence, was bent on seeing a doctor 
and when the nurse in charge in- 
formed him that the physician was 
out on business, he decided to wait 
his return. Leaving the patient in 
the reception room the young wo- 
man returned to her duties in the 
inner office, and was startled a few 
moments later to find the man at 
her side—gallantly offering her 
assistance in the task of rolling 
bandages. 

She declined his help and accused 
immediately tried another ap- 
proach. Noting her wedding ring, 
she testified he asked: “Do you 
ever cheat on your husband?” 

He received a definite “no.” 

During the conversation Bowen 

was stated to have been picking 

up everything he could lay his 
hands on, including some inocu- 
lation needles, about which he 
observed: “I once knew a fellow 
who used to peddle those things.” 

Thoroughly alarmed by this time, 
the nurse excused herself and left 
the room, seeking assistance from 
another woman who she heard in 
the wash room. On returning to the 
office Bowen, she testified, accosted 
her with an ether soaked swab, 
coaxingly inviting her “to smell 
that, smell that”. She said that she 
backed away but the man persisted 
in pursuing her pressing the swab 
against her nose. 


LATER ARRESTED 

However, when the other woman 
arrived in the office the accused 
was persuaded to leave and was 
later arrested by Det. Sgt. H. B. 
Petheram and Det. M. Munro. 

Taking the stand in his own de- 
fence the prisoner told the court: 
“I'm a respectable married man and 
I don’t go around trying to date up 
strange women, or insulting 
People.” 

He stoutly maintained that he 
hadn't touched the bottle of ether 
in the doctor's office and that the 
swab, allegedly soaked in fluid, 
was nothing more than a piece of 
bandage he had picked up on the 
Hloor. 

To prove his poimt he explain- 
ed: “I took a dandy smell of that 
myself and if there had been 
chloroform on it, I'd have gone 
right to sleep, or got awful diszy, 
or something.” 

He further explained: “I once 
saw some kind of a:newsreel about 
capturing Nazis and that’s what 
they done. They put cloth with 
chloroform on it under their noses 
and they went right to sleep.” 

The nurse, however, testified that 
the rag was literally soaked with 
ether, and in convicting the accused 
Magistrate Millar declared that he 
had no reason to doubt her testi- 
mony.

Dominion government to release 

it from past pledges as to methods 
of raising ‘men for the armed 
forces was scheduled to be intro- 
duced in the legislature Tuesday 

James Hartley, Macleod, 
irman of the Social Credit cau- 
cus, 

The resolution condemns the hold- 
ing of the plebiscite on the ground 
that it entails an unwarranted ex- 
penditure of energy and a loss of 
war effort, and a cause of disunity. 

It is further contended in the 
resolution that, if the plebiscite is 
to be held, it should be so worded 
ag to give a clear mandate on the 
issue the people are asked to decide 
and should give an opportunity for 
expression of approval or disap- 
proval of conscription, not only of 
manpower, but of mobilization of 
material and financial resources 
through “the effective contro] and 
issue of all currency and credit 
by the Dominion government”. 

The resolution said that “even an 
affirmative answer” to the plebis- 
cite question did not commit the 
federal government to implement- 
ing the decision of the people as ex- 
pressed in the 1940 election to 
“wage ,. - total war against the Axis 
powers.” 

Introduced on private members’ 
day, the resolution was expected to 
be debated Tuesday afternoon.

Social Credit 
House Debate 
Is Advocated 


Stating that he would like to 
see a house debate on Social 
Credit and monetary reform, A. 
J. Hooke, 8.C., Rocky Mountain 
House, announced in the legisla- 
ture Monday that the annual re- 
port of the Social Credit board 
would be tabled at an early date. 
The member, who is chairman of

Taking issue with a statement of 
the leader of the opposition that the 
Social Credit board expenses were 
“a flagrant misuse of public funds,” 
he declared that if it required a 
sum equal to the American national 
debt to “save this world from the 
menace of the centralizers,” the 
price would be small. 


SAYS ANOMALIES EXIST 

He gave a long list of things 
which he considered anomalies, 
such as, “We pay a man $1.30 a day 
to risk his life for his country, then 
tell him that if he is fortunate 
enough to return, he must spend 
the rest of his days paying back 
what he got plus interest to those 
who stayed home and treated the 
war as an investment,” and “We 
cheer the Finns for successes 
against the Reds, then unite with 
the Reds and declare war on the 
Finns.” 

Stating that financial dictatorship 
must be fought, he said, “We must 
as individuals refuse to bow to the 
will of - banker-controlled dollars, 
and must in every way possible 
support a financial system whose 
policy we as citizens of a great de- 
mocracy dictate.” 


REGRETS MINE BLAST 

The member expressed regret for 
the miners who lost their lives last 
October at Nordegg, in his consti- 
tuency, in a mine explosion, and 
expressed the hope that the gov- 
ernment would take whatever steps 
were necessary to obviate such 
disasters in future.

students at the University of Al- 
berta are in favor of conscription, 
if a survey conducted during the 
past ten days by the U. of A. En- 
gineering Students’ Society means 
anything. The public opinion poll 
of a representative group of 
undergraduates, of both sexes, in- 
cluded in the 85 per cent those 
who signified that they were in 
favor of conscription in the form 
of selective service, 

General opinion expressed by the 
comments received was great dis- 
satisfaction with the present set-up, 
Jand that the present system of en- 
listing men for the armed services 
was far too expensive for the re- 
sults obtained, 

In answer to the question “Are 
you in favor of government owner- 
ship and operation of units of pro- 
duction for the duration of the 
war?” a total ballot showed 75 per 
cent in favor. Broken up, the re- 
sult was men’s total 70 per cent, 
co-ed’s total 92 per cent. 

Only 15 per cent answered “yes” 
to the question “Do you favor our 
present system of enlistment?” 
Co-ed ballot gave 11 per cent, men 
showed 16 per cent. 

As for the proposed plebiscite, 
students answered 27 per cent “yes” 
to the question “Do you favor the 
plebiscite as a method of bringing 
in conscription?” Men's ballot gave 
30 per cent, co-eds, 17 per cent. 

“Surveyors” report that had the 
questionnaire been worded “selec- 
tive service” instead of “conscrip- 
tion,” the number of “yes” replies 
would have been higher,

And Mine 


His mother says he is a good littie 
student and often is asked to make 
speeches in school or to reciie 
poems. Just before these programs 
he is highly excited and nervous, 
but gets through them well and 
goes all to pieces afterwards. She 
would like to know what,.to do 
about his timidity. 

I'm inclined to speak with some 
authority on timidity, having been 
one of those timid children my- 
self. My heart goes out to them. 
No one, except the timid, has any 
idea of the terrific punishment 
one takes when one fears people. 

Mothers, whose nerves are fray- 
ed by company, ate apt to override 
the timid child and puli him along 
with the determmination to help 

him over his fright. “Let him get 
used to it. It's silly t be afraid of 
people.” 

Probably the answer to why some 
children are afraid and others are 
not has to do with the parental de- 
mands made upon them. If a chiid 
is supposed to show off—to make 
the parent proud—and has an inner 
sense of his own inadequacy, he will 
shun those persons before whom he 
is supposed to shine. 

When the small baby bégins to 
cling to the parent and turn his face 
from welcoming strangers, is a good 
time to make a resolution to let 
the baby call the turn. If he 13 mut 
pushed, or antagonized by, having 
attentions forced upon him, event- 
ually he will like strangers, will 
want to make them notice and smile 
at him. 

If all of these encounters are 
pleasant ones, he'll lose all fear of 
Strangers. If, instead, he is pushed 
onto people's laps, made to accept 
their wellemeant caresses, he wil! 
develop 4 fear of these attentions 
which goon will make aaa a timid 
child. 

The older child who ily made to 
perform, who is told he must and 
say “thank you” and “please,” who 
is urged into entertainments, des- 
pite his own terrific reluctance to 
be in them, has little chance to dis- 
cover how pleasant it is to be man- 
nerly, to have friendly relations 
with strangers, and to show off in 
public. 

Timidity has a thousand causes, 
but ite cures can never come 
about by forcing the child to over- 
come his emotion by doing what 
he hates most to do, which is to 
be an exhibitionist. ‘That tendency 
has to develop through successive 
Pleasant, not painful, experiences 
among friends, relatives and 
strangers.

The term varicose ag applied to 
a vein means it is swollen. Swelling 
of this type is common in the veins 
of the lower legs; the veins most 
commonly affected being the ones 
on the inner side of the leg around 
the knee or calf. 

Tn a severe case the veins may be 
#0 enlarged and swollen that they 
stand up from the skin in twisted 
ridges. The dilated veins may take 
on a knotted, purplish appearance. 
As a general rule, the condition 
known as varicose veins develops 
only slowly. At first there is no real 
discomfort, although there may be a 
feeling of weight in the legs. Later 
on, the patient may complain of 
pain, or a numb sensation. Standing 
on the feet for long hours will make 
the symptoms worse in a case past 
the first stages. 

Those whose work requires that 
they be on their feet over prolonged 
periods of time are those most prone 
to develop varicose veins, partly 
because the standing position en- 
courages a congestion of blood in 
the lower sextremities, Housewives, 
waitresses, clerks, policemen and 
mail-carriers are the ones most like- 
ly to complain of the discomfort of 
varicose veins, 

The practise of sitting with the 
feet elevated is not socially accept- 
able and yet this position is helpful 
in emptying the. venous blood from 
the legs, as the blood will be prac- 
tically flowing “downhill”. The 
standing position requires that the 
blood returning from the legs fight 
against gravity. The patient with 
any serious discomfort from vari- 
cose veins generally learng to ob- 
tain relief by -placing the feet so 
that they are higher than the rest 
of the body. He may lie down and 
prop the legs up with pillows or 
Place them on the foot of the bed. 
Even when only a short time is 
spent in this position, considerable | 
relief will follow and the feefing of 
a heavy weight in the legs will be! 
reduced 

The principal cause of varicose 
veins ig a mechanical pressure on 
the veins as they come out of the 
legs. The pressure exerted by pro- 
lapsed or fallen organs is a common 
cause. Sometimes, the pressure is) 
the result of wearing tight garters 
which constrict the circulation. 
However, constipation is a more 
Common cause than tight garters, 
the weight of the retained feces 
acting in such a manner as to Cause 
undesirable pressure. 

In the case of varicose veins still 
in the mild stage, or in a moderately | 
advanced stage, a very good home} 
treatment may be used consisting} 
of rubbing the enlarged veins with 
Pieces of ice. The ice should be held 
directly against the vein, being kept| 
in place for three or four minutes, 
and this treatment should be re- 
peated twice a day, The ice treat- 
ment may be effective by strength- 
ening the walls of the veins, How- 
ever, in a case which has reached 
an advanced stage, marked by con- 
siderable. pain and gross enlarge- 
ment of the veins, this home 
treatment usually will not suis 
In a case of this kind, the injection 
treatment or removal of part of the 


vein, or the wearing of a rubber 
stocking, may be required. The 
game treatment can not be used in 
all cases, and I suggest that the 
patient let the exemining physican 
advise the treatment to be chosen. 

In a case having reached the first 
stage, or even in one having pro- 
gressed to an intermediate stage, it 
is generally possible to give the 
patient enough relief so that no 
further trouble will be experienced, 
It may not be possible to remove 
all evidence of the varicosities, but 
the patient will remain comfortable 
Such measures as the fast, proper 
dieting, avoidance of constipation, 
and the correction of prolapsus 
should be given a trial. The ice 
treatment may also be beneficial.

pounce, 

It is from there that aircraft carriers are be- 
lieved to have borne the airplanes which made their 
surprise attack upon Pearl Hatbor in Hawaii last 
Dec. 7. It is from there that the Allies have to 
Guard against future surprise attacks. 

In the partial navai disarmament treaties sign 
ed some years ago by the United States, Britain, 
Japan, France and Italy, it was agreed that none of 
the mandated Pacific islands should be fortified. 
THE UNITED STATES 
ALONE KEPT FAITH 

The United States did not fortify Guam, Wake 
Island, Midway Island and its other small island 
possessions in Pacific waters.* Japan is believed to 
have lied about its mandated islands, just as its am- 
bassadors lyingly talked peace with Secretary of 
State Hull while the Japanese navy planned to 
strike at Hawaii. é 

Nobody was barred from visiting American is- 
land possessions. But for years the Japanese al- 
lowed only Japanese to come to the’islands or near 
them. They have forbidden foreign vessels sailing 
near them or airplanes flying over them, In their 
last report to the League they admitted that in over 
four years up to 1937 only one American, two Brite 
ish and two French vessels had been to any of the 
islands.

BELIEVED USED FOR

The islands are in three chief groups from west 
to east, being the Carolines and Marshalls, with the 
Marianna group lying northwest of the Carolines. 

They are scattered 2,700 miles from west to east 
and 1,300 miles from north to south. 

The Mariannas comprise 14 islands with a total 
area of 247 square miles; the Carolines, 549 islands 
with a total area of 509 square miles, and the Mar- 
shalls, 60 islands with a total area of 69 square 
miles, The captured American island of Guam lies 
directly south of the Marianna group, the attack 
Probably coming from the Island of Saipan. 

Yap, one of the most westerly of the Carolines, 
is the junction point of cable lines that run to 
Manila by way of Guam, to Shanghai and to Men- 
ado in the Dutch Island of Celebes.

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League Submits 
Brief On Milk 
To Trade Board 


A brief, bringing out consider- 
ed Weaknesses of the present milk 
situation from the standpuint of 
the consumer, and offering three 
suggestions for improvement, has 
been prepared and forwarded to 
Donald Gordon, chairman of the 
War Time Prices and Trade 
Board, Ottawa, by the Consumefs’ 
League of Edmonton. 

The brief pointed out that the 
Canadian government's request for 
maximum value out of manpower, 

equipment and materials necessary 
for the production of civilian goods 
in order that the greatest possible 
power can be used for war pur- 
poses, has not been applied to the 
production and distribution of milk. 

The brief argues that skim 
milk could well be placed on the 
consumers’ market to improve the 
daily calcium consumption which, 
according to the “Canadian Diet- 
aty Standard,” is only 79 per cent 
of normal. 

They further suggest that milk be

sold in stores with the resultant 
sdvings, due to the elimination , of 
deliveries, passed on to the con- 
sumer 


In order to prevent the present 
overlapping of services in produc 
and distribution, the league 
suggested that there be unification 
of plants with either municipal or 
consumer control 

The brief was submitted by David 
Duncan and Charles E, Nix, chair- 
man and. secretary-treasurer, re- 
spectively, of the Consumers’ Lea- 
gue of Edmonton. 
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M.LA. Suggests 
Money Theories 
Be Told Russia 


Suggestion that Premier Wil- 
liam Aberhart, Provincial Secre- 
tary Ernest Manning and William 
Tomyn, 8.C., Willingdon, be sent 
to Russiz to present their mone- 
tary reform proposals to & gov- 
ernment that was “not under the 
domination of any financial in- 
stitutions,” was made in the legis- 
lature Monday by George Mac- 
Lachlan, Pembina, Independent 
whip, speaking in the throne 
speech debate, 

At the conclusion of his address 
he moved an amendment to the 
Speech from the Throne as a want 
of confidence motion against the 
government. When debate on its 
terms arose, Mr. Speaker Peter 
Dawson ruled the amendment out 
and a division, called for by the 
Independents, upheld the ruling by 
a vote of 35 to 18. 


“FAIRY TALES” 

Charging that the Social Credit 
government's proposals of “mone- 
tary reform” were fallacious in 
theory, Mr. MacLachlan said, “They 
should stop this reference to easy 
money as it undermines morale. 

“I believe there is a great 
necessity,” he said, “for the gov- 
ernment forgetting these fairy 
tales and getting down to funda- 
mental business and the things 
within Its power.” 

Mr. MacLachlan referred at the 
outset of his speech to the “chest- 
nuts of 1935-6—$25 to every bona 
fide citizen, interest free money, 
lower taxation.” 

“I wonder,” he said, “if in 1945 
they will be angry when we refer 
to the chestnut of monetary re- 
form.” 

The mover of the Speech from 
the throne, Mr. MacLachlan said, 
had spoken of Churchill and Roose- 
velt as great leaders. Yet the sys- 
tem of war finance was the same in 
Britain and the United States as in 
Canada—taxation and borrowing. 


RUSSIAN BONDS 

Russia financed its war in the 
same way and had financed indus- 
trial development in peacetime in 
the same manner, he said. Russian 
bonds had been sold In the United 
States, at seven per cent, payable 

in gold, to develop Russian re- 
sources 
PREMIER'S STATEMENT 

He referred to a statement made 
by Premier William Aberhart in 
Winnipeg that “war debts could 
never be repaid , - .” and to Hon. 
Ernest Manning's explanation, made 
in the opening address of the after- 
noon’'s sitting, that the premier had 
meant war debts could not be re- 
Paid “except by issuing new bonds.” 

“Regardless of the intent, the 
effect on the people is te make 
them afraid that they won't get 
their money back and therefore 
they don't buy the Dominion gov- 
ernment’s Victory Bonds,” he said. 

He suggested that the govern- 
ment’s monetary reform proposals 
should be made in Russia where the 
premier “would get a courteous 
hearing.” “But they have an un- 
happy way of dealing with cranks 
there,” he added, 

Cries of “you'd better read a lit- 
tle more,” came from government 
benches when he said, “only a fool 
or a knave would say that Russia 
is under the contro! of any financial 
institutions” 


END IN DISASTER 

“Many countries have tried the 
policies advocated by this govern- 
ment.” he said, “and they have all 
ended In disaster 

“But when a generation has pass- 
ed, there is always a crowd of ‘easy 
money’ people that comes up. 

“They all start the same way, 
talking about the terrible condi- 
tions, then showing the ‘big rock 
candy mountain’ but ask them to 
say what is the first step to get to 
this promised land and they can't 
tell you.”

cost-of-living payment bonus. All 
parties know the regulations and 
should be prepared to arrive at 
a decision on those regulations. 
“There is no advantage to be gain- 
}ed by passing the matter to the re- 
gional board for decision,” he stated, 
“as that decision would have to 
come to city council] subsequentiy 
for ratification, This board has not 
the authority to make an agree- 
ment binding on the council, and it 
was doubtful if it would have au- 
thority even to consider the quest- 
ion if it was referred to it.” 


WANTS INFORMATION 

Ald. F. J. Mitchell said that in his 
opinion, “order-in-council 8253 was 
a measure to restrict, rather than 
}to increase wages.” As he under- 
stood the order it was tied in with 
price-ceiling regulations and that 
the employees by asking for con- 
sideration of their claim under its 
provisions, might find they would 
receive less than the compromise 
offer made them by the city com- 
missioners. Council had asked the 
city commissioners for cost by de- 
partment of the proposed increase 
recommended by the city commiss- 
ioners, and also of the cost of the 
increase asked for by the employ- 
ees. He complained that this inform- 
ation was not before council, add- 
ing that “it was not possible to vote 
for any motion until that inform- 
ation was made available.” 

Ald. Sidney Parsons expressed 
the opinion that the spirit and 
letter of the Federal government's 
cost of living bonus plan should 
be followed by the city council. 
“Civic employees had to meet the 
Increased cost of living as had 
other persons not employed by 
the city. I¢ was compulsory for 
other employers to grant the cost 
of living bonus,” he stated. “The 
city should do it as a patriotic 
duty.” 


Ald. C. E. Gariepy said that “all 
members of the city council could 
agree on the principle that a cost- 
of-living bonus should be paid, but 
were not in a position to determine 
how far the city could go financial- 
ly in meeting the request of the 
civic employees. 


CONFERENCE SUGGESTED - 


“That is the point I want to 
make,” stated Ald. Mitchell. “We 
all agree that a cost-of-living bonus 
should be paid, but we should have 
all the facts before us. We should 
have the cost to each department of 
any increase granted. Under the 
proposal to refer it to the regional 
board we are asked to accept a 
finding of that board without 
knowing what it was likely to cost 
the city. I cannot support that 
motion.” 


At this point, Ald. Ainlay ex- 
pressed the opinion that it might 
be preferable that the whole 
matter be discussed in a round 
table conference at a finance 
committee meeting. 


Ald. A. Bisset favored the round 
table conference suggestion, but 
wanted it to be a conference of 
the whole council with the em- 
ployees, He said that arguments 
expresyed at the finance commitiee 
meeting would only be repeated at 
the council meeting at which the 
findings of the committee were re- 
jected or approved. “This would 
mean delay and unnecessary work,” 
he stated. “It is the duty of council 
and the commissioners to shoulder 
the responsibility for this matter 
and I would move that it be con- 
sidered at a special council meet- 
ing.” 

He suggested that the city com- 
missioners submit to that meeting 
all data possible on the cost of 
wage increases asked for by the 
men, and also of the cost of the 
offer made by the city commission- 
ers. This cost, he said, should be 
Biven for each civic department. 

John Pollock, spokesman for the 
Edmonton Civic Employees’ Federa- 
tion, said that the Federation would 
welcome a round table discussion 
with the city council of the cost-of- 
living request. Following this a 
motion to discuss the matter at a 
Special council meeting was made 
by Ald. Bisset and was Passed 
unanimously. The motion to refer 
to a regional board was not put to 
the meeting.

Hon 
Arthur Meighen, national Conser- 
vative leader, was a‘ great moral 
viétory for Prime Minister King, 
on the grounds that Mitchell Hep- 
burn, Ontario premier, supported 
Mr. Meighen’s policies on the war 
issue, Senator Blais stated. 


ENDORSES POLICIES 

“IT have no doubt that the verdict 
endorsed 100 per cent Mr. King’s 
war policies. After the first mo- 
ment’s fear of the French-Can- 
adians’ possible misunderstanding 
of the plebiscite issue had passed, 
there was confidence expressed in 
Liberal circles in the East that the 
King candidate would win out,” he 
said 

The victory in York South, how- 
ever, was a reas moral one fo, 
King, the senator repeated. 

Canada has made tremendous 
strides in her war effort and the 
results prove beyond a doubt that 
the policies of the King government 
in that respect are satisfactory.

Elmer E. Roper, member provis- 
jonal provincial committee, Alberta 
Farmer-Labor branch, C.C.F.: The} 
issues in the Toronto election were 
clear-cut. On one side were all the 
reactionary elements of both the 
old political parties, on the other 
the C.C.F., supported to a great ex- 
tent by the most progressive sec- 
tions of other parties. 

No political contest in Canadian 
history has seen a more definite 
alignment of the forces of special 
privilege on the one side and the 
interests of the average Canadian 
on the other. And not all the pres- 
tige of party leadership or the sup- 
port of the Hepburns, Drews and 
the Toronto Telegram and Globe 
and Mail could turn the voters from 
their purpose.
